If  the  Mackenzie  Government  had 
lived  beyond  its  allotted  constitu- 
tional term,  it  ta  hard  to  say  what 

might  have  happeaed;  but  it  was 
overwhelnungly  defeated  in  the  year 
1878;  Sir  John  Macdonald  was  called 
into  power  again;  he  retained  his 
politicat  supremacy  unt;l  the  day  of 
his  death;  and  a  conffact  was  let 
almost  immediately  for  the  construe 
tion  of  the  Canadian  Pacihc  Railway 
That  contract  was  completed  long 
before  the  term  of  the  contract  ex- 
pired. I'nder  Sir  John  Macdonald. 
Canada  carried  out  thai  part  of  its 
obligationa  to  Britiah  Columbia;  hut 
the  Province's  experience  with  the 
Mackenzie  Government  left  a  very 
bitter  taste  in  the  moatha  of  the 
people,  which  has  not  been  washed 
out  even  to  the  present  day.  The 
question  of  Provincial  Rights  as 
agaiiMt  Dominion  aaatpations  .still 
crops  up  occaaionally  in  pfditics  and 
IS  igiiietimea  uaed  for  party  purposes 
by  ^Ktieiana.

But  the  Canadian  Pacific  Railway. 

born  in  great  travail,  has  been  in 
operation  for  a  considerable  number 
of  years.  It  haa  frown  hi  atvenfth 
upon  land  atid  hss  developetf  auxili- 
aries upon  the  sea.  It  is  one  of  the 
great  transporution  aystema  of  thia 
continent  and  of  the  world.  There  is 
nothing  like  it  anywhere,  not  cveirin 
the  United  Statea  with  its  tremendous 
wealth  and  teeaUaff  population.  It 

was  fortunate  in  the  fact  that  origin- 
ally it  fell  into  the  bands  oi  men  of 
wida  vtaloa  and  broad  understanding, 
leaders  In  their  apecial  field  The 
•ucceaaora  of  the  fathers  and  founders 
of  tha  ayatem  a^e  worthy  of  their 
predeceaaors.  In  pushing  its  own 
fortunes  and  advertising  its  business 
the  Canadian  PaciAt  Railway  haa 
carried  the  name  of  Canada  iato  every 
port  and  country  of  tha  world.  In 
its  conception  it  was  a  daring,  even 
a  foolhardy  scheme.  But  the  inter-
